MAIL COMMUNICATION WITH THE 
NORTHERN DISTRICTS. 

Complaints slill continue to reach us from 
many quarters of the manner in which the 
northern settlements ate treated by the Gov- 
ernment in regard to postal matters. After 
exciting the hope that the stale of Ihioga 
which characterized past years would cer- 
tainly be remedied this season, the Uovern- 
ment have suffered more than half the) your 
to pass by without making the necessary 
exertion to afford those who have taken up 
their residence on the coast north uf us a 
regular mail corntminication. Client boasts 
were made last fall of tlm transformation 
that was to take place this summer in regard 
to these matters ; and aa if to give them the 
appearance of being something more than 
mere talk, a vote was asked and obtained 
from the last House of Assembly just before 
it expired — so anxious wore the Government 
to expedite matters— authorizing the sum of 
fifteen hundred dollars to be granted for 
wail communication by steamer with Comax. 
Nanaimo, and the other settlements on the 
east coast. Following this ma the issuing 
of an advertisement by the Postmaster Gen. 
eral calling for tenders for carrying the mails 
between the above places. 

To this no satisfactory- response was ob- 
tained, and them ntter tested. This last move 
was made In the beginning of April, atxi 
from that day to this the public have been 
compelled to jog along in the old style. Are 
wn to attribute this culpable inactivity or. the 
part of the Government in reference to n 
matter of such pressing importance to incapa- 
city or to indifference to the public interest ? 
ll must be one or the other, and perhaps 
both. And yet we hear some people say there 
is no necessity for responsible government in 
this Colony. If it is not required here to 
produce some change for the better, there is 
no necessity for it anywhere. As long as 
things are suffered to remain as they are now, 
we need not expect to make any progress in 
nettling up our waste lands. Men are not 
going to bury themselves in the woods of 
Vancouver Island without the possibility of 
communicating with anything like regit latily 
with their friends or business correspondent", 
when tlie can go elsewhere ami get as good 
land as we can give them, and have the ad- 
vantage of regular postal communication be- 
lidcc. What other government except our 
own would suffer a place ol eucli population 
and so near to us as Nanaimo, to depend fur 
its letters and papers upon the courtesy of 
chance coasting craft. 

It is time this state of things were put an 
end to. If we cannot have mail communica- 
tion by steamer, let us have it on home-back 
by land. The latter will be cheaper and 
quite as elTcclual, perhaps even more so, a? 
through it the interior settlers may be better 
reached. If a little attention were bestowed 
on the road between here and Nanaimo, more 
particularly le a few bridges, the trip could 
even now be performed on horse-baek in a day 
If necessary. The work should be completed 
at once, and the mail contract given out to 
be put in operation between here and Nanai- 
mo, with provision for the extension to Comax 
as sonn as the remainder of the trail is ready.

Strangers, and i>ariicularly people from tlio 
old eonntry and British colonies, inu9t no 
doubt reel somewhat surprised upon arriving 
hero to find how badly we have imitated in 
our government tho model set before us ut 
home. We have a piece of machinery re- 
sembling in some particular? its prototype 
but in many others, it is sadly wonting; Wo 
•hall not stop to discuss llie many shortcom- 
ing", that disfigure the structure by which 
•ociety in these colonies is controlled and 
regulated. There is oiih in particular, how- 
ever, which we hope will no longer exist, 
now that an Executive Council has been 
constituted, separate and distinct from the 
Legislative Council, and that is the absurd 
fashion of tho latter body sitting with closed 
dyors. Were we living some three or four hun- 
dred years back, under one of the worst kind of 
European oligarchies, we would naturally be 
prepared for that sort of thing, but to think 
of it existing in the nineteenth century, iu a 
dependency of one of the most civilized and 
advanced nations of the globe, would seem 
utterly inipossiblo. Yet so it is— extremes 
meet. The relic of a barbarous age nourishes 
side by side with the most progressive ideas. 

One of the greatest safeguards the public 
can have that those who manage the affairs 
of the cou.itry will conduct themselves as 
they ought, consists in the fact that a man 
generally desires to stand well with his fol- 
low men. He must be a bold mau indeed 
who will willingly incur tho contempt or 
hatred of the rest of mankind. Public 
officers are often swayed by passion or inter 
est to stray from the right path, but if Ihey 
do so they do not wish to stand alone. They 
must have support and in some Bort sympa- 
thy to sustain them. To stand forward n j 
conspicuous mark for the just censure ol r.n j 
Offended and injured people will bo desired I 
by uot even u despot. Public criticism 
therefore is one ol the most effectual check:' j 
that can be exerted upon the conduct of men j 
occupying an office or position which thoy 
do not owe to the votes of the people. To be 
just, this criticism must Le discriminative. 
Each one must bear his own share of praise 
or blame, 't hat this may be done the ac- 
tions of each must come before the pub- 
lic. This can only be done as respects 
deliberative assemblies, where open 
discussion and voting takes place 
the same as in the House of Lords in Eng- 
land. Where everything ia carried on with 
close doors the innocent are condemned with 
(he guilty. Unprincipled men can then play 
their games with impunity, and the greatest 
public wrongs be perpetrated under the mask ot 
legislation. Men of honest purpose have no 
need of concealment. They do what they 
tbiuit is right, and am not ashamed to own it. 
The good and the true never require to cower 
From tiie public gaze. Their uclioiis are 
done iu open day, while the sneaking crim- 
inal pursues his unhallowed calling under the 
secrecy of darkticsa. Let tts therefore have 
no more secret sessions of the Legislative 
Council. There is no need of It. Our uiem- 
b-rs are not more immaculate than the House 
of Lords that they should he above public 
criticism, nor are they composed of more 
fragile slull that they should faint under it.

It is rumored on tho street tM the reason 
why the Eliza Anderson did not urrive as 
was expected is, that the snhoonei Elizabeth, 
Dapt. Melvin, has received orders to capture 
her should she attempt to enter this pott, and 
as the schooner now lies at anchor oil Point 
Uingold, there is aome reason to credit the 
roport. 

A committee of citinens has called upon 
Capt. Melvin this morning iu reference to tho 
tnattor, and a correspondence has ensued, iu 
which the captain disclaims any intention ol 
blockading the port, but he does not leave, 
and that creates strong doubts in the minds 
of reflective persons that the rumor is true. 

All true and loyal citizens are cautioned 
to be on the alert, and keep stric*. watch on 
the movements of the " far fumed yaller 
frigate' 1 and her "bold and intrepid'' 'com- 
mander, and in tho event of an action between 
the schooner and the Eliza Anderson, to 
charter the Dulso of Vi rk's canoe, and carry 
the howitzer nut into the buy to assist the 
steamer or the other vessel, as the case 
may be.
